A rrest of E x-M anager Sim m ons on a 
C harge o f A rson. 
M o n te re y , A pril 24th.—T he arrest of E. 
T. Sim m ons in connection witli the b u rn ­ 
ing of the H otel del M onte did not cause 
any surprise to the people ot M onterey, as 
they have looked for his arrest for several 
days past. H e was brought dow n from San 
Jose by Constable J. A. W alter and several 
detectives from San Francisco. 
H e was 
taken before Justice W estfall and inform ed 
of the charge pending against him and also 
his right to be granted further tim e to pro­ 
cure couusel. 
M r. Sim m ons stated th at he 
desired until M onday, at w hich ti- .e his 
couusel would be ready to proceed. Justice 
W estfall granted him the desired tim e and 
rem anded him to th e custody of the of­ 
ficers. 
I t is stated th at th e officers have a 
clear case against him , and th at several a r­ 
rests w ill be m ade in a few davs also in 
connection w ith th e burning of the Del 
M onte. 
It has been know n for a longtim e 
th at Sim m ons lived far beyond his salary. 
T he fact now comes to light th at he was a 
defaulter in the East, was tried, convicted 
a n J sentenced to five years in the State 
P rison. 
H e served two years and was par­ 
doned out by the Governor, and shortly a f­ 
terw ard cam e to California and secured a 
position as head bookkeeper at the H otel 
del M onte. 
H e held the position of book­ 
keeper for two years under George Schoen- 
wald, and w hen Mr. Schoenw pld retired to 
assum e charge of the Palace Sim m ons was 
prom oted and was m ade m anager of the 
hotel. It is expected th at m anv new things 
w ill be brought to light in a few days. 
It is know n beyond a doubt th at the 
w ater-pipes had been tam pered w ith, and 
all the circum stances, in fact, point to the 
probability th a t the w hole m atter bad been 
thought out by a person of sufficient in ­ 
telligence to m ake a success of his diaboli­ 
cal schem e. 
T he m an w ho set lire to the 
H otel Liel M onte did so w ith th e intention 
of m aking a clean sweep, and fully suc­ 
ceeded in carrying out liis intention. 
F inding his salary at Del Monte, w hich 
was not large, insufficient for his tastes, it 
is supposed th at Sim m ons began embez­ 
zling th e funds, and, finding him self upon 
the verge of discovery arid ru in , burned 
the building, at the risk of the lives of its 
m any inm ates, for the sole purpose of de­ 
stroying the books, and w ith them all proot 
of his defalcation. 
T his is the etiarge as it 
stands against him , but it is not yet proved, 
and th e business of proving it lies w ith the 
com pany. 
They declare their intention of 
leaving no stone unturned to unravel the 
m ystery ot th at fire.

lady patient illtreated one m orning in the 
dining room , w hile setting at the breakfast 
table. 
She refused to eat, when an attend­ 
ant, Mrs. Lewis, blew a w histle and half a 
dozen attendants cam e ru n n in g into the 
room. 
T hey 
kftocked her dow n 
and 
stam ped 
upon 
her. 
T here 
was

reason for the harsh treatm ent, as the poor 
thing was not violent. 
It was done to 
terrify the rest of us.

H e says the cruelties 
practiced at th e A sylum are’terrible.

Is C leveland in th e P re sid en tia l R ace, n r 
Isn ’t H e ? 
W ash in g to n , 
A pril 24th.—[Special.]—

w ritten after a talk w ith Cleveland on the 
subject of his reported declination to take 
the nom ination for a second term . T he 
Post says : 
“ T he P resident has never said 
w hether he would or w ould not accept the 
nom ination for a second term . 
H e has 
never said w hether he did or did not wish 
to be renom inated. 
H e has never said 
th at he believed in one term for President 
of th e U nited States. 
H e understood per­ 
fectly th at no public servant is independent 
of th e citizens of the country to w hom he 
owes his elevation, and th at it would be 
m ere conceit and selfishness to set u p his 
ju dgm ent or wishes in opposition to those 
of the D em ocratic party. 
Mr. Cleveland 
has som etim e said : 
‘ I do not w ant, and 
shall not seek, any vindication ; I don’t 
w ant any m an to favor m y re-election be­ 
cause he th in k s I have been m isrepresented 
or m isunderstood in som e quarters, and 
am “entitled to it.’ ’ 
A nd he has som etim es 
laughingly said to Senators of political as­ 
pirations, ‘ T his is a good deal of bother; 
if any of you fellows can do any better you 
are w elcom e to try yeiur hand.’ 
B ut the 
President strongly resem bles t leorge W ash­ 
ington in one particular—he neve1' ‘ slops 
over.’ 
H e never ju m p s in to a ditch until 
he comes to it, and never answ ers a ques­ 
tion until it has been asked. 
H e is not 
affiicted w ith verbal prem aturity, and the 
grave and serious Senator w ho is capable 
of so m isunderstanding him as to repre­ 
sent him as threatening to disobey the or­ 
ders of th e D em ocratic party show s th at 
be lias studied Grover C leveland's charac­ 
ter in vain.” 


THE FIRST REPORT REAFFIRM ED. 
S t. L ouisrA pril 24th.—T he Republicana 
W ashington correspondent, again referring 
to th e Presidential renom ination m atter, 
gives the follow ing ; A story has come to 
the correspondent o f th e Republican to­ 
night significantly confirm atory of the con­ 
versation betw een th e President and his 
Senatorial visitor.

H e said th e letter re­ 
ferred at som e length to the opposition of a 
certain elem ent of the D em ocratic party to 
the re-election of Cleveland and the chance 
th at this m ight defeat th e ticket. 
A fter 
referring to this w ell-know n factor in th e 
existing political situation, Colonel Dor­ 
sheim er says the President w ent on, in his 
letter, to say th at he deem ed it wise, in 
view of the circum stances, to w ithdraw his 
nam e from all consideration in connection 
w ith the nom ination. 
H e announced in 
unequivocal term s th at he was not a can­ 
didate, and suggested th at so m e other 
leader, w ho could com m and th e united 
support of the w hole p arty , be selected as 
the standard-bearer in 1888. 
Colonel D orsheim er stated that he at once 
protested against any public use of the 
letter as proposed.

TO-DAY’S 
LEADING 
NEW S TOPICS. 


The Recobd-Union this morning editorially 
treats of the free trade Democracy as forcing an 
interstate, disunion, protective policy upon the 
country. 
The long and short-haul clause of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Act has been temporarily sus­ 
pended in the cases of the overland railroads. 
Cleveland's second term candidacy is both af­ 
firmed and denied. 
The French claim that Sehnaebclcs was ar­ 
rested on French soil, and the Germans deny it. 
Excitement over the affair is abating. 
A dispatch from Nogales declares that cholera 
lia« appeared in Guaymas. 


COMMERCIAL DISMEMBERMENT. 


The result of the interstate commerce 
law strikes at the fundamental principles 
of a republican form of government. 
It 
threatens by commercial assault possible 
dismem berment of the I'nion, in that it 
erects at every State line a barrier against 
th a t free and uninterrupted communica­ 
tion and interchage between the citizens of 
the States that is essential to the knitting 
together of interests which makes us one 
people. 
And for this condition of things 
the Democratic party, a Democratic Con­ 
gress, and a Democratic President arc re­ 
sponsible. 
They have imported into our internal 
economy a distorted form of protection, 
th a t practically puts a custom-house at 
every crossing of a railroad from one_State 
into another. 
The protective policy has 
heretofore related solely and only to com­ 
merce between foreign iieoples and our 
own. 
Against this the Democratic party 
has always preached, and often attempted 
to legislate. There is in the articles of 
its faith not one to which it is more de­ 
votedly attached than the doctrine of free 
trade. 
In the teeth of the bitterest opposition 
of the Democrats, the W higs in 1842 im­ 
posed a protective tariff, and in 1846 the 
opposition of the Democracy succeeded so 
far as to level the tariflj and that the in­ 
dustries of the country did not immediately 
languish was due only to the Mexican war 
the acquisition of California, the discovery 
of gold and the im migration westw ard; 
but the low customs rates had their effect 
presently ; cheap foreign goods ilooded the 
country; over-production by our manu­ 
facturers resulted, and the collapse came 
with the financial crash of 1857. 
The pro­ 
tection j>oliey then took deejier root and 
grew, but the Democratic party has never 
ceased to contend for free trade, nor to in­ 
veigh against a high tariff, and for ten 
years past it has, in and out of Congress, 
clamored for a reduction to the level of a 
rate for revenue only, regardless of the 
effect upon our mechanical and productive 
industries. 
During the last Presidential 
campaign it cultivated the free trade senti­ 
ment in the South, while iieguiling the 
protectionists of the North by ambiguous 
words and vague phrases. 
i tow now do we find this free trade party 
legislating ? 11 no sooner gains the control 
of tiovernm ent than it begins a coquetry 
looking to renewed cultivation of the free 
trade spirit, and the opening of our gates 
to the cheap lalior products of Europe, 
w hile, w ith amazing inconsistency, the 
result of ignorance or willfulness, it injects 
into our domestic economy the most radi­ 
cal and indefensible protective jKilicy im­ 
aginable, as if in very lust of jKiwer it had 
gone mad. in recreancy to its own prin­ 
ciples. 
A Democratic Administration saddles 
upon the county the interstate commerce 
law, setting up prohibitory and ruinous 
protection by a tariff, not u | k>ii commerce, 
but upon the means of transportation and 
communication between the people of the 
common country. 
It is to all intents and 
purjtoscs a tariff' upon the right—now re­ 
duced by Democratic stupidity to a mere 
privilege—of citizens of different sections 
to move between the States, and to ex­ 
change their products and the results of 
their industry : and especially is this a 
grievous tariff upon those most remote 
from points of production. 
I nderlying the whole scheme of our 
government is the principle that no im- 
pc»t, duty, or embargo shall l>e laid ujion 
the trade or commerce of the citizens of 
the several States with each other. 
A ct 
th e I>emoeratie party ha-- doue precisely 
this thing, and by -noli action ha- given 
the strongest invitation to absolute and 
unqualified State independence from the 
union of States. 
W hoever calmly ex­ 
amines the question from the political 
standpoint, cannot fail to see that this is 
precisely the teaching and logical outcome 
of the interstate commeri-e law, if con­ 
tinued down to its legitim ate results. 
If A in Colorado sell- hi- products to 15 
in Pennsylvania, in exchange for the re­ 
sult of the industry of 15, it is their abso­ 
lute right. 
Interdiction of the exchange 
makes them as distinctly foreign in their 
trade relations as if one of them resided 
and did business in Persia. 
In a technical 
seu»e the Democratic Administration has 
not levied a tariff upon the goods of A, 
hut it has practically done so by putting a 
prohibitory charge upon the means of 
effecting the exchange, and that is trans­ 
portation. 
In other words, the Demo­ 
cratic party has 
so 
legislated 
as t<f 
.declare that 
to 
lie 
so. which never 
was, nor 
ever 
can 
lie 
true — that 
transportation 
is 
com m erce: 
and, 
moreover, 
it 
has 
erected 
a 
statute 
against its being done cheaply. 
It has, in 
brief, denied the right to the citizens of 
different States to do business with each 
o ther at a small profit. 
It has doue tlii.- by declaring that the 
great waterways—tiod's free highways for 
man, knowing no toll nor tariff', and pay­ 
ing no interest on investment—which have 
heretofore determined the minimum cost 
of transportation, shall no longer do so. 
T his has been accomplished by statutory 
inhibition to carry lie tween points touched 
bv waterways, except the larrie r trans­ 
ports for n o n -competitive places at the 
m inim um rate created by competition be­ 
tween rail and waterway for competitive 


MOilllS* 
. 
Let us take one instance to illustrate 
th is point, for the subject of necessity 


can be but partially treated now : 
Kansas 
Citv and St. Louis are in one State. 
The 
former Is a great stock gathering and dis­ 
tributing point. Beef and pork stock move 
by rail from Western Missouri to St. Louis 
at a low rate, else it would be butchered in 
Kansas City. 
This is due to water and 
rail competition between Kansas City and 
St. Louis. 
There is no statute interdict­ 
ing this, for the movement is all w ithin a 
State ; aor is there any law obstructing it 
by denying the right to charge more than 
the through rate for interm ediate points to 
which there is no competition, and the 
rates to which are the value of the service, 
the true and just charge for the lalior and 
energy exerted. 
T hat is, the laws of 
commerce recognize the right of the car­ 
rier to use his surplus capacity—which 
must, to greater or less extent, develop in 
all carrying business—to carry through, 
as low as his competitor, without disturb­ 
ing his right to collect the true value for 
carriage to way-stations where he has no 
com petitor; a principle as old as commerce 
itself. 
But directly opposite St. Louis is 
East St. Louis, in the State of Illinois. 
However great its packing facilities, how­ 
ever much it has invested in transportation 
to bring the western plains near to the 
point of the consumption of their products, 
it Ls forbidden by the operation of the 
interstate law to receive those products at 
the rate guaranteed St. Louts, the dis­ 
tinction 1 ictween them being the width 
of the river that fixes the low rate. W hy ? 
Because 
a 
Democratic measure says: 
“ Since you are in another State than that 
in which you buy, railroads shall not carry 
your goods exeept you pay them the sum 
of the way rates—that is, if the railroad 
companies accept from you the rate St. 
Louis pays for precisely the same service, 
they must not charge inore, or as much, for 
carriage to or from any point between K an­ 
sas City and St. Louis.” 
This they cannot 
do without ruin, as it would make all their 
energy surplus, so to speak, and the profit- 
paving service would effectually lie cut off'. 
Thus St. Louis is protected at the ex­ 
píense of East St. Louis, not by desire of 
the rail-earriers, nor of the producers, nor 
of the consumers, hut by the dictation of 
Congress and the Democratic President 
who made its ill-judged act law. 
So the 
citizen of Illinois is debarred of his right 
as a citizen by a tariff barrier erected at 
his State line, which as effectually cuts 
him oft'from trading in Missouri as if that 
State were in Europe and prohibitory cus­ 
toms duties were laid ujion imports from it. 
Consumers in Illinois are forbidden the use 
of products brought by rail from the W est; 
the producer, by reason of the high charge, 
receives less reward for such as are se n t. 
the consumer pays more for such as he does 
receive; so that really the only party ben­ 
efited is the carrier between the two—but 
this is only apparent, Wince the sum of 
consumption is limited by the process and 
the general business of transportation crip­ 
pled by the limitation. 
Reflection will convince whoever gives 
thought to thesubjfet that this new doctrine 
of protection as between .States and citizens 
of States of a common country, which rail­ 
roads have been bringing closer and closer 
together, and whose products they have 
lieen making more and more easy to ex­ 
change regardless of distance, leads logi­ 
cally to disruption of these relations, and 
by natural process, if adhered to, commer­ 
cial dismemberment and actual estrange­ 
ment between States.

It will pay, appreciate 
property, stim ulate business, augment the 
sense of permanejicy and help along the 
“ liooni.” 
The “ Home ” for the widows of 
soldiers ought to be located here; and it 
can lie secured by a little energy and pub­ 
lic spirit. 
The jieople of this gjty are 
able to do a hundredfold more than is now 
asked of them. 
Every dollar they thus 
invest will returo to them, if the m atter is 
viewed from a purely selfish standpoint. 
But there is something more than this. 
There is the pride every man takes in 
adding to the attractiveness of the town 
he chooses for his hom e; there is the ad­ 
dress to the eye, the gratification of the 
taste, the pleasure one takes in beautiful 
objects, fine buildings and handsome sur­ 
roundings. 
We trust to-day will see the 
Sutter Fort fund list filled, and more. 
There are but two days left in which to do 
whatever is to lie done. 


L e t the N orthem Californian keep this 
epigram before his mental vision con­ 
stantly: “ It is the worst policy in the 
world to underbid your neighbor with a 
stranger buyer, when your success dejiemLs 
upon your fellows.” 
There is nothing that 
gives a home-seeker a worse impression of 
country than tci find the jieople common 
to a section belittling each other’s offerings 
of lands and competing by secret under­ 
bidding and cutting. 
If we would help 
the “ boom” along, we should not only he 
glad that our neighlior secures a settler for 
his lands, but do all we can to aid him to 
that land. 
The one thing to do to kill 
the country is to continue doing as we 
have known to he done: take the stranger 
by the bntton-hole, and assure him that 
you can better locate him for half the 
money than the man with whom he was 
last negotiating. 
The right tiling to do is 
to stand up for your region, and for the 
market and for every honest ’ man in it. 
The right thing to do is to give the new­ 
comer to understand that we do not pro­ 
pose to cheapen the land and climate 
because we have such a rich heritage. 
We 
should not lead him to believe that if he 
but holds on and keeps us in competition 
with each other he can liny the whole 
region for a song. 
There has lieen alto­ 
gether too much of this underbidding and 
contemptible undercutting. 
Every tract 
sold enhances the value of the remainder, 
and every man should help his fellow in 
the effort to develop the country. 
Let 
every man make it his business—and it is 
the simple tru th —to impress the stranger 
with the fact that we have in soil and 
climate and commercial advantages a bet­ 
ter section than any other, and that if lie 
“get- in" now and buys at the figure asked, 
he is simply a “ lucky” fellow. 


T h e dispatches this morning sjieak posi­ 
tively of the appearance of cholera in 
Guaymas. 
W e are in direct communica­ 
tion with that place by rail daily, and by 
water routes semi-monthly. 
The utmost 
vigilance should be exercised, and at once, 
to prevent it coming liorthwxrd. It would 
not be too radical precaution to « it off 
transportation altogether, until the disease 
abates. The cholera lias recently prevailed 
in Central America, and Texas some weeks 


ago quarantined against that section, while 
the official advices have warned us that 
the plague is pushing northward, i t is not 
an hour too early to set our houses in order 
if the disease at Guaymas is genuine 
cholera. 


A l l the evidences now developing jus­ 
tify the judgm ent this journal reached 
when the news was first published of the 
settlement of the Afghan border question, 
that England made an egregious blun­ 
der. When she consented to the advance of 
the boundary line below the Khoja Saleh 
Ferry on the Oxus, named in the original 
agreement, she practically withdrew from 
in front of the Russian advance upon 
Herat.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Sm all-Pox D isappearing from th e Low er 
C ounties—Sew erage and O th er M atters. 
A regular quarterly meeting of the 
State Board of Health was held Saturday 
evening at the office of the Secretary in this 
c ity ; present, Doctors Orme (President), 
Crowder, Briceland, Cluness and Tyrrell 
(Secretary). 
Minutes were read and ap­ 
proved. 
A comm unication was received from Dr. 
Borde, relative to the sanitary condition of 
Tulare, stating that the towii had been 
thoroughly cleansed, and was in as good 
condition as it could well be placed. 
A letter was received from Dr. Choate, 
stating that there was no small-pox in San 
Bernardino county. 
A telegram (dated the 23d inst.) from Dr. 
M. Hagan, Health Officer of Los Angeles, 
in reply to a dispatch of inquiry sent bv 
the President of the Board, was read. H e 
responded that there was not a case of 
small-pox in that city with the exception 
of two in the hospital. 
A telegram was also received from Dr. 
Magee, of San Diego, stating that one case 
of small-pox had been reported in Linda 
Vista, of that county. 
(Another dispatch 
was received from him by Dr. Tvrrell yes­ 
terday, to the effect that’a casé had devel­ 
oped in a family in San Diego yesterday 
morning.) 
A letter from the Deputy Collector of 
Customs at Yuma was read, offering to co­ 
operate with the State Board of Health to 
the extent of his ability, in guarding the 
frontier against disease. 
Dr. Orme reported having visited San 
Diego April 8th, at the request of the Trus­ 
tees and Health Officer of that city, and 
found six cases of small-pox. all of which 
had lieen removed to tlie hospital. The 
Trustees showed a willingness to do all in 
their power to arrest the progress of the 
disease, and held a meeting at which a 
resolution was passed expressive of ap­ 
preciation of the efforts of the State Board 
of H ealth to restrict the spread of sm all­ 
pox. 
After thorough discussion it was resolved 
that, if no new cases of small-pox develop 
between this time and the first day of May, 
that the Secretary be instructed to discharge 
the Board's medical inspectors until such 
time as their services may be again re­ 
quired. 
It was unanimously resolved “ That the 
State Board of H ealth deprecates the at­ 
tempt of a m inor portion of the press of 
Southern California to belittle the work of 
the Board by attributing its efforts to sup­ 
press disease to sectional prejudice or other 
unworthy motives.” 
Also unanimously resolved, “ That this 
Board notices with pleasure the advent on 
our coast of the eminent sanitary engineer. 
Colonel Waring, regards it an evidence of 
our progress in sanitary advancement, and 
trusts that our larger cities will take ad­ 
vantage of his presence to devise plans for 
improved sewerage.’’ 
After considerable further discussion of 
sanitary matters, the Board adjourned. 


THE SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY. 


A Y aiitahle .Maxi P u blished liy E ngineer 
W in. H am . lla ll. 
There has just been published by the 
Slate Engineer, W in. H am . Hall, a new 
map of the San Joaquin valley, which has 
been made as replete with information as 
the scale of publication would permit. 
The map is a reduction by photo-litho- 
grapliy of the original map, which'" was 
drawn on a scale ot two miles to the inch. 
It is published on a scale of three miles 
to the inch in four sheets, of which the 
first covers the vicinity of Stockton, the 
second that of Merced, the third that of 
Fresno and Visalia, and the fourth the 
region from Tule river, south to Bakers­ 
field. 
It is a fine exhibit of the topographical 
features of the valley. The foothills around 
the valley are indicated by carefully exe­ 
cuted hachuring. and are covered with a 
tint of brown. The alignment of water­ 
courses and canals received especial atten­ 
tion, and no other map exists showing so 
fully and accurately this class of inform a­ 
tion" in any part of the region covered. The 
intricate network of rivers, creeks, sloughs 
and canals in the Visalia district, those of 
the Kings river country, and of the Merced 
district, as well as tlie drainage lines in 
San Joaquin county, are here, for the first 
time, correctly mapped. 
This map is rendered especially valuable 
by affording a reliable key to t&e general 
elevation of the ground in all parts of the 
valley. Contour lines or lines of uniform 
elevation are shown on it, generally twenty, 
occasionally ten feet apart in vertical ele­ 
vation. These are based on the results of 
special surveys and a careful compilation 
ofdata collated from every available source. 
At notable points along the main water 
courses elevation of low water, of ordinary 
high water and of extreme floods are given". 
A concise history of Tulare lake is print­ 
ed on the map. 
The location of all artesian wells in San 
Joaquin valley is shown, together with a 
num ber for easy reference to the informa­ 
tion collected for each in the volume of 
physical data, soon to be ready for distrib­ 
ution. 
Oti the map are shown in a light red 
tint the lands capable of being irrigated 
from large canals with water from the 
streams entering the valley from the east. 
In a darker red tint the lauds are indicated 
which are at present covered with water 
rights. 
Bottom lands are tinted green; 
swamp and overflowed lands lighter green : 
irrigate! lands blue, etc..making the effect of 
the whole at once pleasing and very con­ 
venient for reference. 
Here fur the first time are designated on 
a map the irrigated lands of the Kem 
river delta, the scattered tracts of irrigated 
lands along Tule and Kaweah rivers, the 
great extent of irrigation from Kings river, 
tlielandscom m anded and those irrigated 
by the canals on both sides of San Joaquin 
river, the irrigations from Merced river, etc. 
The map shows at a glance the great 
possibilities for a fnturc extension of the 
irrigation works in the valley and the de­ 
sirability of utilizing to the fullest extent 
• • Misible the vast volumes of water which 
flow to waste during the annual high 
stages of the rivers. 


O ue of tlie G ran d est P o rtio n s of th e State, 
and B rig h te r O utlook. 
Chico, April 23, 1887. 
Eds. Recobd-U nion: The region around 
Chico has long been known as one of the 
richest and most fertile of the Pacific coast. 
I say one of the most fertile, as there is no 
one spot that excels all others. There are 
so many garden spots on this coast, w'liich 
are so rich, that there is no choice among 
them . Of these choice spots, such as the 
Santa Clara, Mokelumne, Napa, 
Yaca, 
Livermore, and Pleasant valleys, and the 
region around Haywards and Woodland, 
I should place the Chico district in the 
front rank. The soil is a dark, deep sandy 
loam and there is always rain enough to 
give a crop every year, "it is the boast of 
the people here that they never have a crop 
failure, and that is a great point in its 
favor. 
One thing is sure, and that is all the 
farmers here are rich and live in fine 
houses, filled with all the comforts and 
luxuries found in cities. They own fine 
horses and carriages, and find time to enjoy 
them . The crop prospects for hay, grain, 
fruits and vegetables are good. I cannot 
say that the crop record is to be broken, 
for I don't think it is. Much of the grain 
of the Sacramento plains is thin, but the 
weather is now very favorable and if it 
continues so there will be an average yield 
and no more. 
It is the impression that the fruit crop 
will be unprecedentedlv large—which is 
too sanguine, I think. There will be a full 
average crop in quantity, and, if nothing 
unfavorable occurs, the quality will be 
above the average. 
The present price of wheat—$1 50 per 
cental—makes the farmers glad, and some 
of them are contracting at that figure, 
while others, as usual, want more. 
Much 
of the land around Chico is held in large 
bodies, and heretofore no one wanted to 
sell, but now the figures have advanced so 
that the average yield and price of wheat 
fails to n eta good interest upon it. That the 
land is too valuable for wheat farming has 
become a conviction, and hence there is 
now plenty of land for sale. 
Land buyers 
should not overlook this part of Butte 
county. The prospects of the city of Chico 
have materially improved by the location 
of the Normal School, which will bring 
m any families here in order to educate 
their children. 
In fact there is no doubt 
that this place will be oue of the educa­ 
tional centers of the State. The Governor’s 
appointm ent ot Trustees of the Normaí 
School gives universal satisfaction here 
where they are best known. Everybody 
says there will be no “ jo b s” in the con­ 
struction of the buildings. 
There is much enthusiasm in connection 
with the flower show now in progress. 
It 
is a perfect success, and is a great credit to 
the taste and public spirit oí the citizens of 
Chico. The attendance is large and the re­ 
ceipts satisfactory. 
Steps are being taken to build a first-class 
hotel, which is very much needed. There 
are several creditable hotels here at pres­ 
ent, but now that Chico is to enter the race 
for giowth in wealth, population and busi­ 
ness, laiger and liner hotel buildings will 
be a necessity. 
Other things are also 
needed to insure these desired results. 
The great land holdings should be divided 
up and sold in twenty and forty-acre lots 
to actual settlers. To do this a company 
of capitalists should be formed, the land 
bought; avenues laid out, trees planted, 
buildings put up and then printer’s ink 
should be used unsparingly. The re­ 
sult would be another Pasadena or River­ 
side, and the projectors would reap a rich 
harvest. There is an abundance of capital 
and tbere seems to be any am ount of en­ 
ergy and enterprise just awakening. One 
successful settlement of that kind would 
result in m any others, and Chico would 
assume an importance unthought of now. 
1 shall have something to sav of the tradé 
and manufactures of Chico and of the fa­ 
mous Kaucho Chico in my next jottings.

It was thirty-one days after starting from 
A tlanta before Sherm an re-opened comm u­ 
nication with the North. 
In that time he 
had destroyed two hundred miles of rail­ 
road, and broken up every connection be­ 
tween the Confederate forces east and west 
of Georgia. He had done more than a hun­ 
dred million dollars' worth of damage, 
consumed the corn and fodder, as well as 
the cattle, hogs, sheep and poultry of a re­ 
gion three hundred miles long and sixty 
broad, carried away ten thousand horses 
and mules, and liberated countless num ­ 
bers of slaves. Sixty thousand men and 
thirty-five thousand anim als 
had been 
abundantly fed, 
and when the troops 
reached the coast they needed no provisions 
but bread. They started with five thousand 
head of cattle and arrived with ten thou­ 
sand. The teams were in splendid condi­ 
tion, and not a wagon was lost on the road. 
The arm y had captured so many horses 
that Sherm an ordered them to be shot, be­ 
cause it demoralized the troops to ride. 
The success of the campaign was equal 
to its daring, and although its dangers 
proved less in reality than in anticipation, 
the skill of the commander and the cour­ 
age of ihe men are none the less to be ad­ 
mired. 
The rom antic character of the 
march is unsurpassed. 
That an army 
should disappear from sight for a month, 
m arching unharm ed through hostile re­ 
gions. its whereabouts unknown to its 
friends, and emerge at iast as if out of a 
wilderness, with undituinished numbers 
and increased renown, is a circumstance 
that equals in interest any in history; and 
so long as American boys and girls read 
the account of the nation’s achievements, 
they will find no chapter more fascinating 
than that which tells of Sherm an’s March 
to the Sea.— General Adam Badean in St.

T he F irst Picnic.

The Coroner*» In q u est Fail* to D evelop 
Any Clue to th e Assassins. 
No clue to the murderer or murderers of 
Joseph F. Klumpf, who was killed st 
Eighth and E streets last Thursday even­ 
ing, have been obtained. The entire m at­ 
ter is shrouded in mystery, and if the de­ 
tectives have any suspicion as to who the 
perpetrators of this fiendish crime are, they 
keep it profoundly secret. Eroni present 
appearances it looks altogether likely that 
the criminals will escape detection. They 
left nothing behind that would in the least 
serve as evidence, the body was not robbed, 
and as deceased was not known to have 
any enemies the officers are stumped, and 
they, with the rest of the world, have come 
to regard it as an unfathomable mystery, 
one that defies all solution. 
Deputy Coroner George H. Clark held an 
inquest Saturday, at which time the follow­ 
ing evidence was elicited : 
« 
Mrs. Teresa Hoess, wife of the man who 
was arrested on Friday, was the first wit­ 
ness. H er testimony briefly stated was as 
follows: Mr. Mueller came to my house 
with my husband, and took supper, and 
wanted to get a valise, so that he could go 
below. I had not seen him for a long time 
before, although I knew him well. I have 
known Mr. K lum pf (deceased) for about 
ten years, and when he came down trom 
Folsom he generally called on me. I have 
been married three years to H oess; knew 
deceased in Folsom before my marriage. 
I have lived here about two years. I did 
not hear the pistol shot that night, and did 
not know that Klumpf was killed till my 
husband told me after the morning paper 
came. Several persons visited my house 
that evening, among them Mrs. Lages and 
Miss Lages, with both of wham deceased 
was acquainted. Mrs. Lages and her daugh­ 
ter used to live in San Francisco, but now 
live bere. 
Klum pf only stayed at my 
house five minutes. W hen Klumpf came 
to my house that evening be did not con­ 
verse further than to ask if Mueller was 
there. I told biin that he had gone up 
town with my husband, and then he went 
away. 
J. R. Watson, the next witness, testified 
to hearing the shot fired on Thnrsday even­ 
ing, about 9 o'clock. Im mediately after 
there was a yell. My wife urged me not 
to go out, as I started for the door. She 
went to the back door shortly afterward, 
and said she could not see nor hear any­ 
thing. She then came in and I went out, 
when Sermonet's son came up to m e and 
told me that a man bad been shot and was 
now lying dead in the street. 
I got a lan­ 
tern and went over to where the body lay, 
and when 1 looked at him I supposed he 
had committed suicide. 
We searched for 
a pisto’, but to ild find n me. 
W. Cronan said lie beard the shot and 
saw the flash from where he was sitting— 
at Eighth and G streets—and remarked to 
some companions liiat they had better in­ 
vestigate, as it m ight be a m urder or a sui­ 
cide. “ W e went up and found the corpse. 
We saw nobody, neither did we hear any 
one running away.” 
P. Gaston, a colored man, corroborated 
the testimony of Cronan, and thought he 
heard the deceased cry out, " Hold on !" 
just before the shot was fired. H e did not 
see any watch on Klumpf, and thought his 
overcoat was open. 
W illie Sermonet, who was in company 
with Gaston and Cronan at the time, cor­ 
roborated the testimony given by them . 
J. C. G. Mueller, a Folsom watchmaker, 
was the next witness. He testified to com­ 
ing down to this city with deceased, on his 
way to San Francisco to buy tools for his 
jewelry store. 
We left Folsom at 1 r. 


m ., and arrived here a little before 4 r. m . 
He left me and went off to make some p u r­ 
chases. 
I met Hoess at the Mechanics’ 
store shortly alter that, and when he got 
through work we went to his house to­ 
gether and took supper. 
We sat there 
talking after supper,"and I told Hoess I 
m ust go. H e said he would walk down 
with me to Deiterle’s on Fifth street, be­ 
tween J and K. We sat down in Falken- 
stein’s saloon a short time, when I said 1 
must go home, and Hoess said he must go 
also. After we went out we stood on the 
sidewalk and talked, and while we were so 
engaged the morgue wagon passed. Hoess 
said that was a queer looking wagon, and 
I told him that was the one in which they 
took dead bodies to the 
undertaker’s. 
Hoess left me shortly after that and I went 
home. I did not learn of K lum pfs death 
till I was on the cars going to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
1 know of nothing which would in­ 
duce Klumpf to go to Hoess' and hunt me 
up, as we had no engagement and I had no 
business with him. It was common rumor 
in Folsom some five years ago (before she 
married Hoess) that K lum pf and Mrs. 
Hoess were unduly intim ate. W hen Hoess 
and I left his house there was some m en­ 
tion made of burglars. 
Hoess left me 
about 9 o’clock, after the dead wagon hail 
passed us, going up. Hoess did not leave 
my company all the evening, until we 
bade each other good-night. 
George 
Johnson, the 
next 
witness, 
knew nothing of the killing, and was not 
acquainted with the deceased. He picked 
up any empty shell of a cartridge near the 
railroad track, which lie had turned over to 
the police. 
Police officer R. S. Frazee said he found 
a car coupling-pin near where the body 
was found. H e also saw evidences of par­ 
ties having been sitting on the grass, and 
on the north side of the alley saw evidences 
of a seuffie having taken place, aud signs 
in the dirt, which led him to suppose the 
coupling-pin had been dragged a short dis­ 
tance from where it was found. Also saw 
footprints in’the earth in the locality, as if 
they had been made by parties running 
from the body. 
The proprietor of the new Wiliiani Tell 
House, B. Steinauer, testified as to deceased 
having came to his place on Thursday, and 
said he saw Klumpf sitting in the hotel of­ 
fice as late as half-past eight that evening. 
H e was in excellent spirits. W heif he 
went out he said he was going to find 
Mueller, and see if lie was going back home 
to Folsom with him in the morning. He 
did not say where lie was going to look for 
Mueller. Tiie witness said he was positive 
Klumpf ate dinner in bis bouse beiween 12 
and 1 o'clock. 
Chief Dillman testified to having seen 
the wagon drive up to the morgue, and 
saw the Coroner taking in the body. 
He 
investigated the m atter and found that 
Klumpf bad been murdered on Eighth 
street, between E and F. He stated that 
Miss Florence Starchman, who resides near 
D on Eighth street, had informed him that 
she saw two men running from the direc­ 
tion of the m urder towards the levee im ­ 
mediately after the shot was fired. 
Frank Hoess, who had been arrested on 
suspicion of having committed the bloody 
deed, was the next witness. He said lie 
had known deceased for ten or twelve 
years, and lie was a visitor at his house, 
lie did not see Klum pf on Thursday last. 
He then corroborated the story told by 
Mueller, even to the minutest detail. He 
did not hear of K lum pfs death till the 
next morning, but as lie went home they 
were putting a body in the dead wagon. 
He asked Mr. Watson who deceased was, 
bat he said he did not know. 
A few other unim portant witnesses were 
put upon the stand, after which the jury 
retired and brought in a verdict that de­ 
ceased was a native of Germany, 35 years 
of age, and that he came to bis death in 
consequence of a gunshot wound inflicted 
by some person to ihe jury unknown. 
At the conclusion of the inquest both 
Hoes* and Mueller were discharged from 
custody.
